R. L. Rogers, an attorney for the de- 
fense, in addressing the jury said that 
several years ago McMurray sought to 
prosecute claims for nearly $3,000,000 fees 
from Indians of Oklahéma in connection 
with the transfer of their lands. He 
asserted Senator Gore opposed McMur- 
ray’s claims and in retaliation the: con- 
spiracy had been planned. 

“Oklahoma has a home for such con- 
spirators,” he shouted. ‘It is over at 
McAlester.” The State penitentiary is at’ 
McAlester. 

Case to Go to Jury Today. 

Rogers was followed by W. P. Strait 
of Arkansas and then by Judge C. B. 
Stuart, who closed the case for Senator 
Gore.

“But vocational education should, go 
hand in hand with cultural education. 
If you/ take away from the boys and 
giris who'll have to work at trades 
the opportunity to broaden their minds 
by other studies, you’re doing them an 
injustice that you can never repair, and 
you’re striking at the roots of freedom. 

“I don’t know very much about the 
theories of psychological pedagogy, but 
I do know that.”

IRREGULARITIES IN 
BOGY'S LEDGERS 


Marshall Objects to Introduction 
of Exhibits Supporting 
Defense Testimony. 


BOGY MADE THE ENTRIES 


‘Man Sued by Daughter Tells 
~How He Gained Control of 
Wife’s Companies. 


A tense situation in the $100,000 dam- 
age suit of Mrs. Violet Bogy Moseley 
against her father, Bernard P.. Bogy, 
was: reached late Tuesday, when Wil- 
liam C. Marshall, counsel for Mrs. Mose- 
ley, declared that two office ledgers, 
introduced in the hearing -to support 
Bogy’s testimony, contained irregular 
entries. The ledgers are regarded as 
vital exhibits of the defense in its ef- 
forts to prove Bogy amassed a fortune 
without aid from his wife, Mrs. Eleanor 
M. Bogy, who died in 1904, or any of her 
relatives. 

Mrs. Moseley alleges in her suit that 
her father gained wealth and large hold- 
ings in the Union Sand and Material Co. 
through manipulating money loaned to 
him by Mrs. Bogy, and that as these 
loans were not repaid, the plaintiff is 
entitled to $100,000 damages and a fourth 
interest in nine pleces of real estate as 
her rightful inheritance under her moth- 
er’s. will. : 

Tells How He Got Control, 

Bogy’s testimony Monday and Tues- 
day before Referee Charles Claflin Al- 
len was a narration of how he gained 
control of two companies formerly 
vwned by his wife, her mother and 
brother, and later. helped organize a 
trust, with money he accumulated in 
stock speculations’ before his marriage 
and without any aid from his wife or 
her family. The ledgers, which Bogy 
testified were lost in the cyclone of 18% 
and later recovered, were introduced to 
support Bogy’s testimony. 

The ledgers are records of the Griffith 


1& Adams Sand, Gravel and Transporta- 


tion Co., and the St. Louis Dredging Co., 
once controlled by Mrs. Bogy, Mrs. Ann 
EE. Griffith and J. Harold Griffith, and 
which eventually were absorbed by the 
Griffith Sand and Gravel Co., owned 
solely by: Bogy.. This Jast firm was in 
turn absorbed by the Union Sand and 
Material Co., in which Bogy is one of the 
heaviest stockholders. 
Bogy Made the Entries. 

Attorney Marshall strenuously object- 
ed to the introduction of the ledgers, 
declaring the entries irregular, the dates 
bungled and‘the records equivalent to 
mnere written statements by Bogy, which 
might have been entered in the ledgers 
at uncertain time. 

Bogy admitted the entries were writ- 
ten by him ag secretary of the com- 
panies. 

Referee Allen overruled Marshall's ob- 
jection’ after heated debate, on the 
ground that the ledgers apparently had 
been kept in accordance with bookkeep- 
ing, that irregularities, if any, could be 
rroved by witnesses, and that the led- 
gers had not yet been actually admit- 
ted as evidence in the case.

REBER IS ENGINEER FOR 
CITY PLAN COMMISSION, 


Former Head of B. P. IT. Hired at 
$500 a-Month to Work Out 
Rapid, Transit Solution. 


Maxime Reber, former president 
of the Board of Public Improvements, 
was appointed consulting engineer of 
the City Plan Commission Tuesday, 
at a salary of $500 a month. He is to 
work out a comprehensive plan for 
the development of street car trans- 
portation which will take into ac- 
count the city’s growth. His plan will 
provide for rapid transit and prob- 
ably for a subway or elevated road.

Organization Committee, Back 
in Washington, Begins Ar- 
ranging Districts. 


ONLY 300 BANKS STILL OUT 


National Institutions Have Until 
Feb. 22 to Come Into 
Currency System. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb: 18.—With the 
return of the Reserve Bank Committee 
today, active, work began on the defini- 
tion of the geographic limits of the 
reserve districts and selection of cities 
for reserve banks. 

Under the law, national banks, re- 
quired to enter the system or eventual- 
ly give up their charters, bave until 
Feb. 22, to signify their intention to 
become members. Although only 300 
national banks of the 7500 remained to- 
day on the list of those which had not 
taken such action, it was understood 
that the committee would withhold an- 
nouncement of cities and districts until 
the time limit expires. . 

Although the committee’s trip througn 
the country may have changed its opin- 
ion of the proper location of several 
banks, it is not doubted here that 
banks will be placed in New York, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis, central reserve cit- 
les in the present national bank system. 
The location of the others was still re- 
garded today as an open question. 

While the committee is working out 
that problem, its members will consul<¢ 
with President Wilson about the make- 
up of.the Federal Reserve Board, the 
organization which is to govern the new 
system. 

The personnel of this board is of great 
intrest in banking circles, and it .1is 
known that President Wilson has exam- 
ined all names suggested with the clos- 
est scrutiny. Five persons are to be 
chosen by the Président before the 
board is complete, but it is understood 
that al the names will be sent to the 
Senate for confirmation at the same 
time.

A NEW PROBLEM 


Washington Officials Do Not 
Know What ‘to Do With Mex- 
ican Tunnel Slayer. 


By Associated Pres 

WASHINGTON, “Web. 18.—Castillo, the 
Mexican bandit who wrecked the Cum- 
bre tunnel and caused the death of lv 
Americans and 41 Mexicans, has fur- 
nished the latest knot in the Mexican 
tangle with his capture by United 
States troopers in New Mexico. Offi- 
cials of three departments of the Gov- 
ernment were searching archives’ today 
for precedents to determine what they 
shall do with him. 

Diplomatists poinved out that to extra- 
dite Castillo to. the Constitutionalists 
might be construed as a recognition of 
their belligerency. There was no indi- 
eation that the Huerta government 
would ask for the bandit. To keep him 
a prisoner in the United States woul 
permit him to escape from his crimes 
in Mexico, for he cannot be tried in this 
country for offenses committed across 
the Rio Grande. 

One way out seemed to be for the im- 
migration authorities to put the bandit 
back across the border, deporting him 
as an undesirable alien. . In that event 
Castillo probably would fall into the 
hands of Villa, the Constitutionalist, 
who has promised. him a public execu- 
tion in Juarez. 

Castillo and six of his followers were 
captured yesterday by United States 
troops, 30 miles from Hachita, N. M. 
They had crossed the American border 
to avoid climbing a mountain range on 
the Mexican side. 

Dispatches said they made no resist- 
ance, that Castillo admitted his identity 
and that the party was being brought 
to El Paso. 


Castillo Made American Write #1000 
Cheek for His Release. 


EL PASO, Tex.;, Feb. 18.—W._ B. 
Roxby, an American, now in _ this 
city. was threatened with death by Cas- 
tillo and his bandit forces if he did not 
pay a ransom for his liberty after he 
was captured by them Feb. 9, west of 
San Pedro, Chihuahua. Roxby, who is 
manager of the Urmston Ranch of West- 
ern Chihuahua, was forced to pay $1000 
to the bandits to gain his release. 

Not having the money he had to go to 
the headquarters of the Urmston Ranch. 
several miles distant,.and write a check 
for the amount. 

Castillo sent a guard’ with him to in- 
sure the receipt of the check. The 
zuards made him write a letter to.the 
City National Bank, at El Paso, order- 
ing the payment of the check to a repre.

The check has not yet been pre- 
sented.

OF CITY HOSPITAL 


‘This Is Not Boarding House,’ 
She Says She Was Told When 
Discharged as Cured. 


Mrs. Gertrude Personnet, % years old, 
frail and emactated, appeeled to the po- 
lice Tuesday night for shelter. She said 


she had been sent away from the city 
hospital after a 10 months’ stay there, 
and that an attendant in ordering her 
discharge, remarked to her, ““‘We're not 
runsing a boarding house.” 

At the Central District Police Station 
she obtained lodging. A policeman took 
her to the hospital, but the authorities 
refused to accept her, saying she had 
just been discharged as cured. So she 
was taken "back to the matron’s room. 

The young woman said she had not 
seen her husband, Noah Personnet, for 
more than a year, and that her only 
child, a boy, was with the husband's 
varents in Richmond, Ind. She worked 
as a waitress until last April, when, she 
Says, she was unable to work any long- 
er and went to the hospital. 

Had Nervous Hysteria. 

She said her trouble was diagnosed as 
nervous hysteria, and that she im- 
proved at times, then had relapses. Las‘ 
Thursday, she sald, one of the internes. 
a Dr. Powell, told her he intended to 
change her treatment. 

The next day, she said, Miss Chris- 
tian, the head nurse, told her to scrub 
some chairs and bed frames. She did 
this, although, she said, she had been 
sick most of the night before. When 
she was ordered to perform other an‘ 
more distasteful tasks, she refused. 
Soon after, she said, she was told that 
she would be discharged. 

She said she was then informed that 
she was cured and would have to leave, 
and that it was then remarked that the 
hospital authorities were not running 
a boarding house. 

She went to the former home of her 
sister, Mrs. Effie Manis, 1334 Chouteau 
avenue, and found that Mrs. Manis had 
left the city. Not feeling able to work, 
she appealed to the police. 

Hospital Doctor Explains. 

Dr. Fred Hagler, chief resident phys:- 
cian at the city hospital, said the hos- 
pital authorities had made efforts to 
provide shelter for Mrs. Personnet, firs: 
by asking her relatives to care for her. 
and later by trying to persuade her tc 
enter the city infirmaty. The relatives 
declined to take her, he said, and she 
refused to go to the infirmary. 

Therefore, he said, when the daily 
reports on her case for more than 4 
month showed nearly normal héalth, i: 
was not thought best that she should 
stay in the hospital any longer. He 
said her disagreement with the nurse 
did not cause her discharge.

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LOW PAY RUINING 
WIRELESS SERVICE, 
SAYS AN OPERATOR 


Youth Who Called S O S From 
the Monroe in Ship Collision 
on Stand in Inquiry. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. : 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 18.—Robert 
Lee Etheridge, youthful wireless opera- 
tor of the steamer Monroe, which was 
sunk by the Nantucket on the morning 


of Jan. 30, says the refusal of steam- 


ship companies to pay fair wages is 
rulning the usefulness of the wireless 
service in preventing disasters at sea. 

Etheridge, who was testifying before 
the loca] Board of Steamboat Inspectors, 
in the Federal! inquiry to place respons!i- 
bility for the disaster, testified boys of 
16 and 17 years were being taken from 
school and made into operators. 

Earlier in the inquiry it was testified 
that “had the wireless man on the Nan- 
tucket been more alert, the collision 
might have been averted.” 

Etheridge said boy applicants could 
not get certificates from the Federal in- 
spectors in New York that would per- 
mit them to serve, but that he under- 
stood they could do so in Philadelphia. 

“They pay only $25 a month,” Ether- 
idge continued. ‘‘No experienced man 
can afford to work for that. So they 
get green operators.” 

Etheridge has had more than five 
years’ experience and has passed a 
stiff Government examination. 

He stuck to his wireless the night of 
the collision until assured that other 
help besides the Nantucket, which was 
standing by, was on its Way; then he 
helped launch a lifeboat, which saved 
9% passengers. No one on the Monroe 
knew how badly the Nantucket was 
damaged, so Etheridge kept on sending 
his “S U 8” calls until he picked up 
two or three ships, according to his tes- 
timony. . 

While wireless has been the means 
of saving hundreds of lives in times 
of disaster at sea, it has yet to prove 
that it is of any practical use in pre- 
venting collisions when ships are with- 
in a short distance of each other in 
a fog. This was the opinion expressed 
today by the board. 

The board was of the opinion that 
where the steam vessels were within 
two miles of each other the time would 
be too short for captains to ascertain 
their positions and then exchange this 
knowledge through the wireless opera- 
tors. And again, with ships running 
on dead reckoning in a fog, captains 
would be unable to give exact posi- 
tions. 

The. night of the disaster the wireless 
operator in sending out the S§ O §S 
gave the position for the Monroe as 
“South of Winter Quarter.””’ Winter 
Quarter Lightship is approximately 25 
miles north of where the collision oc- 
curred.

Federal. Judge Refuses to Quash 
Indictments Against Florida 
Fruit Co. Promoters. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 18.—A mo- 
tion to quash indictments returned last 
November against efght officials and 
agents of.the Florida Fruit Lands Co., 
charging them with misuse of the mails 
in selling land in the Everglades of 
Florida, was denied in the Federal Court 
here today by Judge A. S. Van Valken- 
burgh.

\3 FOUND GUILTY 


| IN WESTERN FUEL 
CO. FRAUD CAStS 


Officers and Employes Convicted 
of Defrauding Government 
_of Customs Duties. . 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—After de- 
liberating eight hours, the jury in the 
United States Court in the case of the 
Western Fuel Co. officials and employes 
today found three of the four defendants 
guilty as charged of defrauding the 
Government out of customs duties on 
imported coal. 

Those found guilty were F. C. Mills, 
superintendent; James B. Smith, vice- 
president and general manager, and E. 
H. Mayer, weigher. Edward J. Smith 
checker, was acquitted. He is a brother 
of the general manager. 

Both Mills and EB. H. Mayer were 
visibly affected when the foreman of 
the jury announced the verdict. James 
B. Smith appeared entirely unconcerned. 

The attorneys stated a new trial 
would be asked for at onoe. 

Eight Were Indicted. 

The first indictments were brought by. 
the United States grand jury, Feb. 10, 
1913, and were directed against John 
L. Howard, president of the Western 
Fuel Co.; J. L. Schmitt, Sidney V. 
Smith and Robert Bruce directors; 
James B. Smith, vice-president and gen- 
eral manager; Edward J. Smith, his 
brother, and a checker employed by the 
company; F, C. Mills, superintendent, 
and EB. H. Mayer, a weigher. They 
charged that the defendants entered 
into an unlawful agreement to defraud 
the Federal Government in three ways: 

1. By causing false weights and mea- 
sures and fraudulent returns of weights 
on the incoming cargoes of their coal 
for the purpose of lessening the amount 
of duty collected, 

2. By causing the returns of weight 
on all outgoing cargoes delivered into 
American bottoms to be grossly excess- 
ive in weights, making the customs 
drawback much greater than the duties 
that had been collected on the same 
coal, 

38. By overweighing the coal delivered 
to the United States Army trans- 
ports. 

A second set of indictments repeating 
the charges contained in the first was 
:eturned by the grand jury June 28, two 
days after John L. McNab, United States 
District Attorney for the Northern Dis- 
trict of California, had wired hie resiz- 
nation to President Wilson w a re- 
cital of circumstances, which h. «aimed 
showed that outside influences had been 
at work through the office of the At- 
torney-General to embarrass him and 
defeat the ends of justice. The-MvcNab 
charges became a matter of national is- 
cussion and led to a warm debate in 
Congress. 

Dies After Trial Begins. 

The trial opened before United ‘States 
Judge Maurice T. Doooling, Dec. 10. The 
Government completed its evidence Jan. 
22. Within an hour after court ad-

1TH WARD THREE 
TIMES HAS VOTED 
BONDS FOR BRIDGE 


Leading Business Men Unable to 
Understand Delegate Owen’s 
Support of A. & M. 


The Post-Dispatch is printing from 
day to day maps of the city’s 28] 
wards that voters all over town may 
know who their respective Delegates 
are and whether their views on the 
free bridge question are represented 
or misrepresented in the House. 

——— “ 

The -Fifteenth.,Ward is represented in 
the House of Delegates by Dr. R, Em- 
mett Owen, a physician, of 2726 Chou- 
teau avenue. 

Dr. Owen is one of the 17. Democrats 
in the House, who, with five Republic- 
ans, are members of the combine which 
is preventing the submission to the 
people of a proposition to complete thg 
free bridge by a $2,750,000. bond.issue for 
the building of the Reber approach. 

The action of the Fifteenth Ward Del- 


egate in supporting the $4,200,000 A. & M, 
approach grab, is an enigma to his con- 
stituents, who three times have voted 
for bonds for the Reber approach by 
large majorities, in one of the three 
bond elections giving more than the 
two-thirds* vote required to pass the 
bonds. In the other two elections the 
majority for the bonds was large, once 
lacking only 57 votes of being two- 
thirds, 

The vote in 1911 was 1107 for the 
bonds and 639 against them. In the 
special election in August, 1912, th- 
ward gave the two-thirds majority, 
the vote being 1548 for the bonds and 
707 against them. In November, 1912, 
the vote was 1861 fer aad 1608 againat 
the bonds. 

' What Business Men Say. 

Leading business men residing in the 
ward told a Post-Dispatch reporter they 
were convinced: that if the bonds were 
submitted for the Reber approach the 
ward would give much more than a 
two-thirds majority for them. 

J. Ashley Partridge of 2223 Park ave- 
nue, vice-president of the American 
Bed Co., 1820 Park avenue, is an ad- 
vocate of a speedy completion of the! 
bridge by building the Reber approach. 

“The uncompleted bridge is a disgrace 
to St. Louis, and the failure of the 
House of Delegates to act is no less a 
disgrace,’’ he said. 

“We cannot understand the reasons 
which keep the House of Delegates {- 
active In the matter. 

‘I am convinced bonds for the Reber 
approach would be adopted, and I am 
just as certain bonds for the A. _* M. 
would be defeated.”

CAUSED BY BURGLARS 


Former St. Louis Woman Sue- 
cumbs to Hysteria After Hus- 
band Shot at Invaders. 


Word has been received by 8t. Louis 
friends of Mrs. Henry McDaniel, wife 
ef a raeehorse man and manager of the 
Tichenor stable, of the peculiar circum- 
stances which resulted in her death. 
Mrs. McDaniel died Sunday in Toronto, 
Canada, and was buried Wednesday in 
Chicago.

They de- 
manded his winnings and he, grabbing 
a revolver from under his pillow, began 
shooting. The men fied. No one was 
hurt. 

Mrs. McDaniel, awakened by the shoot- 
ing, went into hysteria. Physicians ea 
unable to relieve her, and after two 
weeks she died.
